Preamble, HEREAS notwithſtanding the Proviſion already made by the Laws of 
this Government, divers evil-minded Perſons have found Means to tranſ- 
port Proviſions to Louiſbourg ; either direct from this Province, or 

elſe from this Province to ſome Parts of Newfoundland, and from thence to 

Louiſbourg; by Means whereof the preſent Meaſures now engaged in by his 

Majeſty's Forces for the Security of his Subjects, and for removing the Encroach- 
ments made upon his Territories; may be prejudiced and defeated :

HERE AS the Meaſures already taken for preventing Proviſions andiVar- | 
like Stores being carried to the French, have proved ineffeftual for that Faun 
Purpoſe : 

Be it enacted by the Governour, Council and Houſe of Repre- | 
ſentatives, That no War-like Stores or Proviſions of any Kind whatſoever 1 
(Fiſh only excepted) ſhall be ex ported or carried out of any Port or Harbour , 2 
in this Province in any Veſlel whatever, before the twenty fourth Day of Proviſions 

July next, ſaving only ſuch Proviſions and Warlike Stores as are neceſſary prohibited, 
for the Defence of each reſpective Veſſel, outward bound, and victualling the ſaving: 
Mariners on board the ſame, during their intended Voyage,and whereot an 
Account in Writing ſhall be given by the Maſter of ſuch Veſſel on Oath,to 
the Impoſt Officer or his Deputy, on Pain of One Thouſand Pounds Lawful 
Money, to be forfeited and paid by the Maſter, and the like Sum by the 
Owner and Owners, Factor and Factors of each reſpective Veſſel in which 
any Warlike Stores or Proviſions ſhall be exported or carried out of an

An Act to prevent Damage being done on the Beach, 
Humocks and Meadows belonging to the Town of 
Scituate, lying between the Southerly End of the Third 
Cliff, ſo called, and the Mouth of the Vorth-River. 


HEREAS Perſons frequently drive Numbers of Neat Cattle andHor ſes, | 
and ſometimes Sheep, if not reſtrained, to feed on the Beach, Humocks * 


and Meadows of Scituate, lying between the third Cliſt, and the Mouth 

of North-River,and oftentime: cut downTrees and Shrubs in ſaid Humocks, and 
carry them away, whereby ſaid Beach is broken,and the Land mad looſe, and by 
' the Winds and Storms is drove on the ſaid Meadow and Flats or Sedge Ground; 
and there is great Danger, if ſuch Practices are not prevented, that the ſaid 
Meadows and Sedge Ground will be utterly ruined, and the River greatly dam- 
nified : 

Be it therefo2e enacted by the Sovernour, Council and Houſe 
of Repreſentatives, That it any Neat Cattle, Horſe-Kind orSheep,ſhall Cattle found 
after the firſt Day of July next, be found feeding on ſaid Beach, Humocks 2 br 
or Sedge Ground adjoining to ſaid Beach, it ſhall and may be Jawiul adde be Wang 
for any Perſon to impound the ſame forthwith, giving Notice to the pounded. 
Owner or Owners, if knows, otherwiſe to give publick Notice thereof, 
by poſting up Notifications in ſome publick Place in. ſaid Town 
of Scituate ; and the Impounder ſhall relieve . ſaid Creatures with ſuitable 
Meat and Water while impounded ; and if the Owner thereof appear, he 
ſhall pay to the Impounder oneòbilling a-Head for all Neat-Cattle and Horſe- 
Kind, and two Pence for every Sheep, and alſo the reaſonable Coſts for re- 
lieving them, beſides the lawful Fees to the Pound-Keeper: And if no 
Owner appear within threeDays to redeem the ſaid Creatures ſo impounded, 
and pay as aforeſaid z then and in every ſuch Caſe, the Perſon or Perſons
